Total Membership. 


The number of Representatives .was reduced by requiring a mem- 
bership of 600 for three Representatives and 1000 for four. 


A Potentate cannot appoint a Deputy Potentate, as no such 
office is provided by the Imperial Council. 


Arab Patrols are under the direct authority and supervision of 
the Potentates of their Temples. 


Dispensations were granted to establish new Temples in East 
St. Louis, Illinois; San Diego, California; Nashville, Tennessee; and 
Parkersburg, West Virginia. 


___ Four hundred signers are now necessary for a Peti- 
tion for Dispensation to form a new Temple, and these 
Signatures must not reduce the membership of any exist- 

ing Temple below 1000. 


._ Each Temple has exclusive jurisdiction 
in the city and county in which it is located, 
__ Lhe committee of Permanent Mecca was 
discharged from further consideration of the 
subject. 

All advertising by circular or canvass for 
an office in the Imperial Council was prohib- 
ited as was also the sending of endorsements 
by re Temple to which such candiates may
